War Makes New Economies. 


Cardboard Replaces Wood. 


Because of their many advantages 
over wooden boxes in the shipment of 
small articles, corrugated cardboard 
boxes are rapidly replacing the former. 
Although the cardboard boxes are 
strong enough to withstand heavy pres­ 
sures, they weigh considerably less 
than a wooden one of the same size, 
hence they eirect an appreciable saving 
in express or freight charges. Further­ 
more, the cardboard boxes, because 
they can be folded flat and stored in 
that shape until used, occupy little 
space. As a typical example, it is re­ 
ported 
that B.OOO cardboard boxes 
have been stored in a space which for­ 
merly accommodated but 260 wooden 
boxes of the same capacity.—Scientific 
American.

A JOINT RESOLUTION

KNIFE IN BRAIN A 


YEAR, RECOVERS 


How Blade, Penetrating Man's 


Skull, Was Removed. Told 


by Brooklyn Surgeon. 


New York.-*—How a knife- blade one 


inch long which had penetrated a 
man's skull and entered the brain wns 
removed after one year and the man 
restored to health is told.of by Dr. 
Muthins Figueiru of No. 14 Stuyve?ant 
avenue, Brooklyn, one of the head 
surgeons at St. Catherine's hospital, 
in a paper published in (he current 
issue of the Long Island Medical Jour- 
nal. 


The man was found by police in the 


street, apparently intoxicated, and was 
sent to the hospital. He remained in 
a semi-comatose state and the follow- 
ing morning in the course of examina- 
tion Doctor Flgueira passed his hand 
over the man's head and discovered a 
lump. 


The lump, Doctor Figueira writes, 


was "about two inches from the mid- 
dle of the upper part of the 
right

bone.

not hard and on palpitation had a 
peculiar grating sound which I could 
not explain. He was sent to the X- 
ray room and the radio^raphic pic- 
ture disclosed the vault of the skull 
and st'eking into it was the hlado of 
a knife one inch long." 


When the man was placed on the op- 


erating table it was fount! that the 


' knife had been broken off flush with 


the skull and the surgeons could not 
got hold of it. Describing the opera- 
tion Doctor Figut'jra continues: 


"I applied a trephine and cut out a 


button of the bone. There was a very 
beautiful condition of the brain, show- 
ing the wonderful conservative pow- 
ers of nature in cases of this kind. 
From the constant motion of the brain 
with respiration and tho action of the 
heart that knife blade, which was fast 
in the skull, had gradually loosened 
in the bone, so it moved with the 
brain. The bone had become absorbed 
by the constant beating of the brain 
and around the knife blade nature had 
built a wall of connective tissue tc 
protect the brain."

Changing the width of the Sidewalk on 


Pleasant Street. 


Be it ordained by the Burgess and 


Town Council of the Borough of New 
Oxford, County of Adams and State of 
Pennsylvania, and it is hereby enacted

SEC.' J. That the width of the pave-

Hasjy eating is not hy any means 


nn accomplishment that is acquired 


alone by the busy 
business man. for 
it is nearly as com- 
mon among women.

'•ring the penalty 
of indigestion nn<i 
disordered 
liver. 


Food hurried along in the body is 
either wasted, fulfilling no part of its 
natural functions in nutrition or it is 
retained in the intestine in this un- 
digested state, causing fermentation 
nnd kindred ills that lead to serious 
trouble. 


It Is easj to see that the active out- 


door worker may, w i t h less danger, 
bolt his food, for he sits down for his) 
quiet noon heur and his digestion is in 
perfect working order owing to active 
exercise. The indoor worker rushes to 
the lunch counter, oft^n standing while 
he holts a piece of pie and washes it 
down \\itli a gla.ss of milk or a cupful 
of coffee. Then goes back to an otlice 
where he sits in a stooping position, 
which retards digestion. 


It \\ould he far wiser for the indoor 


worker to fast at noon or take but n. 
glassful of buttermilk or milk than to 
hurry into the stomach a mixture of 
illy blended foods. 


The normal secretion* of the mouth 


are alkaline and as starch is digested in 
such a medium it is necessary that all 
starchy foods he properlj insalivated. 
If a piece of bread and butter is well 
divided in the mouth and a spoonful 
of acid fruit is added to it the arid 
retards the action of the alkaline. 
These foods should be eaten alone: 
fruit, then stan-he-*. Fatty foods are 
valuable, but mix th?m with starch in 
the form of pie and trouble begins if 
j on have any digestive weakness. The 
fat surrounds the starch grains, pre- 
venting the action of the mouth and in- 
testinal juices and more trouble en- 
sues. 


The foods best suited to the indoor 


worker are the easily digested foods, 
and even milk should be sipped, not 
swallowed as one does water.

Rice.—Put a half cupful 
of well washed rice to 
cook in a pint of boiling 
water, cook live minutes 
from the time it boils. 
Drain and rinse the rice 
in cold water; add a cup- 
ful of canned tomatoes, 


three-quarters of a cupful of \\ater, 
one chopped onion, half a - chopped 
green pepper, half a teaspuonful of 
parsley, three whole cloves and salt 
to taste.

Serve steaming hot, as a 
main dish; it will be found to be most 
appetizing. 


Dream Cakes.—Cut thin slices of rye 


bread and trim off all the crusts. But- 
ter lightly, spread with grated cheese, 
red pepper, a few drops of Worcester- 
shire sauce and salt; co\er with a sec- 
ond slice and then saute both sides in 
a little butter. These should be eaten 
at once. Serve with the salad.

tart apples in thin slices, put thin 
slices of cheese between, sandwich 
fashion and saute in t( little butter 
u n t i l Jlhe apple is soft. 


Welsh Rarebit.—Scald two cupfuls of 


rich milk, add a tablespoonful of but- 
ter and half a teaspo^nful of soda. 
When this is bubbling s~Tir in two cup- 
fuls of mild cheese, cut in bits, a tea- 
spoonful of mustard, moistened with 
milk; add cayenne and salt and one 
well beaten egg. 
When the cheese 


melts, turn it over slices of buttered 
toast or toasted 
buttered crackers 


which have been softened by dipping 
Into a little hot milk. One need not 
fear bad dreams if the cheese is simply 
melted. 


Curried Carrots.—Gut up in strips as 


many carrots as are required for the 
family. Put them wet, into a sauce- 
pan with a tablespoonful of butter, a 
teaspoonful of curry powder and salt 
and cayenne pepper to taste. Cover 
the pan closely to keep in all the steam 
and cook until tender in their own 
steam and juice. More water may be 
added if necessary, but the" flavor it 
much better cooked in no water.

Hasty eating is not by any menn?i 
an accomplishment that Is acquired 
alone by the busy 
business man, for 
it Is nearly as com- 
liion among women. 
This violation of 
nature’s laws, soon­

i»f Indigestion nnii 
disordered 
liver. 
l<^)od hurried along in tho body lit 
either wasted, fulfilling no part of It« 
natural functions in nutrition or It Is 
retained In the Intestine In this un­ 
digested state, causing fermentation 
and kindred ills that lead to serious 
trouble. 
It is easy to see that the active out­ 
door worker may. with less danger, 
bolt his food, for he sits down for his 
quiet noon hour and his digestion is In 
perfect working order owing to active 
exercise. The Indoor worker rushes to 
the lunch counter, oft>en standing while 
he bolts a ¡)lece of pie and washes It 
down with a glass of milk or a cupful 
of coffee. Then goes back to an ofllce 
where he sits In a stooping position, 
which retards digestion. 
It would be far wiser for the indoor 
worker to fast at noon or take but a 
gla^îsful of buttermilk or milk than to 
hurry Into the stomach a mixture of 
Illy blended foods. 
The normal .secretions of the mouth 
are alkaline and as starch Is digested in 
such a medium It Is necessary that all 
starchy foods he properly Insalivated. 
If a piece of bread and butter Is well 
divided In the mouth and a spoonful 
of acid fruit Is added to It the acid 
retards the action of the alkaline. 
These foods should be eaten alone: 
fruit, then starches. 
Fatty foods are 
valuable, but mix them with starch In 
the form of pie and trouble begins if 
you have any digestive weakness. The 
fat surrounds the starch grains, pre­ 
venting the action of the mouth and In­ 
testinal juices and more trouble en­ 
sues. 
The foods best suited to the indoor 
worker are the easily digested foods, 
and even milk should be sipped, not 
swallowed as one does water. 
Milk 
and eggs, and dishes made from them 
are best suited to tho Indoor worker.

There are .so many kinds of cheese.s 
and so many ways of preparing this 
delicious food that there 
is no excu.se fur lack of 
variety.

Rice.—Put a liaif cupful 
of well washed rice to 
cook in a pint of boiliug 
water, cook five minutes 
from the time It boils. 
Drain and rinse the rice 
In cold water; add a cup­ 
ful of caiuied tomatoes, 
three-quarters of a cupful of water, 
one chopped onion, half a-chopped 
green pepper, half a teaspoonful of 
parsley, three whole cloves and .salt 
to taste. 
Cook together until the rice 
is .soft then add a half cupful of grat­ 
ed cheese. 
Serve steaming hot, as a 
main dish; it will be found to be most 
appetizing. 
Dream Cakes.—Cut thin slices of rye 
bread and trim off all the crusts. But­ 
ter lightly, spread with grated cheese, 
red pepper, a few drops of Worcester­ 
shire sauce and .stilt; cover with a sec­ 
ond slice and then .saute both sides in 
a lit tie butter. Thes(» should be eaten 
at once. 
Serve with the salad. 
Cheese and Apple Fritters.—Slice 
tart apple.'s in thin slices, put thin 
slices of cheese between, sandwich 
fashhm and saute in 
little butter 
un il Jhe api>le Is .soft, 
Welsh Rarebit.—Scald two cupfuls of 
rich jullk, add a tablespoonful of but­ 
ter and half a teasimonful of soda. 
When this is bubbling iTtir in two cup­ 
fuls of mild cheese, cut in bits, a tea- 
s])oonful of mustard, moistened with 
jijilk; add cayenne and salt and one 
well beaten egg. 
When tlie cheese 
melts, turn it over sli<*es of buttered 
toast or toasted buttered 
crackers 
wliich have been softened by dipping 
into a little hot milk.

Vienna Says New Offensive Toward 
Trieste Has Been Repulsed. .. 
The Austro-Hungariuu war ofncc an* 
nounces that the new iUlian ciTensive 
has been checkcd. 
“Since Friday the coast land front 
has been quieter. 
The Italian attac'c 
can be considered repulsed as a result 
of the fighting on Oclobcr 11 (Wed­ 
nesday)/’ it is asserted, 
“Betv/een the sea and the heights 
southeast of Gera we were faced by 
the Italian third army, and parts of 
the second army, numbering about 
sixteen divisions (192,OuO men), with 
the Italians' most powerful artillery 
and mine throwers. 
Our UraVe do 
fenders withstood for one week the 
heaviest of gun fire and then facel 
during three days uninterrupted at­ 
tacks of an enemy numerically superl 
or. Finally their losses compelled the 
Italians to resist from attacking.”

TWO N E G R O ^ LYNCHED 


Bodies Were Burned on Brushed Hea 
by Mob. 
A mob of more than 500 person 
stormed the county jail in Paducah 
Ky., and lyncbcd two negroes wiihin 
two miles of the city. 
After the bodies were cut down they 
were thrown on a burning brush head 
and cremated. The lynchings follow 
ed a forenoon of terror, during which 
the mob was virtually in control o 
the city. 
One of the negroes, Frank K’n'cy 
was accused of having aita?ked Mrj 
Etta Rose last Friday night. 
The 
mob took him to the Ror-e heme, two 
miles from the city, and she identi 
fled him as her assailant. Tlie other 
negro, .Jesse Thornbill, was hanged bo 
cause he boldly declare 1 he wou*d 
have committed the same crime.

A GENERAL SURVEY OF 
THE WAR 


TUESDAY. 
Increased activity of the Somma In 
Pi*ance Is reported by the Paris war 
ofilce. For some time the mslp efforts 
of the French and British have been 
made north of the river, but the ar 
tillery was unusually active on the 
front between Denlecourt and Lihons. 
The Bulgarian war ofHce acknowl­ 
edged that Serbian troops have forced 
a passage of tho Cerna river l\i Mace­ 
donia. It says the Serbians were sub­ 
jected to a counter attack and that the 
fighting continues. 
According to the 
Paris war ofilco the Bulgarian counter­ 
attack failed and more Serbians are 
crossing the river. 
Former Premier Venizelos, of Q-o^c?, 
and the other members of tho provis­ 
ional government have gone to Saloni­ 
ka. Veni/.elos declared that the revo­ 
lutionists would war on Bulgaria, no 
matter what the king did. 


WEDNESDAY. 
The French have cut off the Gor­ 
mans, occupying a salient projecting 
toward Vermandovlllers, south of the 
Sommo, the Berlin war office admits. 
The Germans made a violent artil 
lery and Infantry attack in the Vos­ 
ges sector of the French front but 
were driven back 
after 
penetrating 
French trenches, says the Paris war 
office. 
British troops are within two miles 
of Seres, one of the most important 
towns in the strip of Greek Macedo 
nia, occupied by the Bulgarians shortly 
before Rumania entered the war. 
In Transylvania the troops of Gen­ 
eral von Falkenhayn are forcing back 
the Rumanians rapidly and are clo?e 
to the Rumanian border at ‘s.me 
points. Vienna reports the repulse of 
Rumanian attacks in Transylvania and 
says the Rumanians are being pursued 
into the mountains. 
Unofilcial des­ 
patches from the entente capitals ad­ 
mit that he Rumanians are seriously 
menaced.

The 
French apparently are preparing for 
another drive in the regions of Mor- 
val and Bouchavesnes. 
Italian gains In the fighting on the 
Carso front are ^dmitted by V'enna, 
which mentions their capture of the 
town of Novavas. 
Elsewhere, how­ 
ever, they are declared to have faiS 
ed in their attempts to advance and 
to have lost a total of 2700 prisoners 
in recent engagements. Austrian loss­ 
es since tho offensive began are un­ 
officially put at 15,000. 
The king of Rumania has appealed 
to the alll^:

his 'country 
from the fate of Belgium and Serbia.

SATURDAY. 
A writer for a Berlin seml-ofllclal 
new^ agency declares the British and 
French have lost 
ninety 
divisions, 
considerably more than a million men, 
in the battle of the Somme. He says 
tho Russian losses In the past four 
months have reached a million men. 
The struggle in the Sommo region 
renewed with the heavy Anglo-French 
attack on Thursday, Is being kept up 
by the Germans. 
They counter at­ 
tacked strongly the French line south 
of the Somme reoccupying part of 
Ablalncourt and neighboring trenches. 
Paris asserts, however, that a French 
attack immediately followed, resulting 
In the capture of all tho ground. 
Vienna reports decreasing vigor In 
the Italian attacks on the Carso. 
King Ferdinand of Rumania will 
take personal command at the front. 
The Rus.sian contingents of his army 
will be reinforced. 


SUNDAY, 
British attacks In the region of ihe 
Stuff and Sehwaben redoubts result in 
gaining ground and tlxe capture of 
prisoners. 
North of Uie Thiepval there was 
hand-to-hand fighting In the German 
lines, resulting In the ^British gain 
ing a firm foothold. 
South of the Somme the French 
repulsed attacks 
on

positions, which they consolidati^d.
